To His Excellency \ George P. McLean, Governor of the State of 
Connecticut: 

Sir: — In accordance with the law under which this office 
was organized, the Inspector of Factories herewith respect- 
fully submits his report of the conditions concerning safety to 
life and health of the employes in factories and bakeshops 
visited, together with a detailed statement of inspections made 
and orders issued by this office during the year ending Sep- 
tember 20, 1 901. 

In submitting the fifteenth annual report of this depart- 
ment, it gives me pleasure to state that the changes recom- 
mended in regard to ventilation, sanitary conditions, proper 
light and the guarding of dangerous machinery, have in most 
instances been promptly complied with, and the Inspector and 
special agents courteously received. 

During the fiscal year ending September 30, 1901, 1,313 
factories and 331 bakeshops have been visited by the Inspector 
and the special agents of the department, Messrs. Henry O. 
Nichols of Norwich and John H. Quinlan of Meriden, who, by 
their good judgment and faithfulness to duty, have con- 
tributed much to whatever good has been accomplished. 
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The following table will show the number of factories 
inspected and operatives employed in same from the year 1889 
to 1901, inclusive, and will give the general public an idea of 
the amount of work accomplished :

FACTORY INSPECTION. 

Factory inspection was first begun in Connecticut in the 
year 1887. The factory laws, as first enacted, have been 
changed by each succeeding Legislature, and more stringent 
laws have been passed. 

The laws of different States, however, differ from one 
another. The State of Massachusetts was the first State in 
the United States to pass laws relating to factory inspection. 
Enforcement of these laws was placed in the hands of the 
Massachusetts District Police, whose duties not only cover the 
inspection of factories, but also the inspection of public build- 
ings, mercantile establishments, steam boilers, proper observ- 
ance of the excise laws, detection of crime, patrolling of the 
waters of the State of Massachusetts, enforcing the laws 
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relating to fish and shell fisheries, enforcement of the school 
laws, so-called ten hour law and the weekly payment law. 

A great deal of the legislation of other States has been 
copied from the Massachusetts laws relative to factories, but 
the enforcement of these laws has been given to different 
State departments, so that no other State Inspection Depart- 
ment is required to enforce the laws relating to so many differ- 
ent subjects as the Massachusetts District Police. 

ELEVATORS. 

Careful attention has been given to the inspection of fac- 
tory elevators. The cables and hoisting machinery have been 
examined, and when considered dangerous to employes new 
parts have been ordered and the machinery placed in good 
working order. Many safety attachments provided on elevat- 
ors to prevent loss of life in the event of the cable breaking, 
slacking or the giving away of any part of the machinery have 
been examined, and have been found in some cases to be out 
of order, and notices have been sent to manufacturers operat- 
ing such elevators to put them in good working order. 

Factory elevators do not usually run at a high rate of 
speed, and the accidents that happen are not as serious as on 
the fast running passenger elevators. Most of the accidents 
that occur on the freight elevators are caused by the employes 
putting their foot over the edge of the car as it ascends to the 
different landings. There is only one result of such careless- 
ness: that is an amputated or crushed foot. 

The operation of elevators by different employes also 
causes severe accidents. In loading an elevator car where the 
openings are not protected by an automatic hatch or gate, the 
car is often started downward by another employe, and the 
person loading the car falls to the bottom of the shaft and is 
severely injured or killed. 

There are many safety devices by which the elevator car 
can be fastened at the floor where it is being used, and cannot 
be released by any other party than the one using it. Such 
inventions are good, but as they are patented they are quite 
expensive. Sometimes a malleable casting, such as is used in 
the manufacture of halters, is seen, clamped around the safety 
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rope and fastened to a pin or staple in the side posts of elevat- 
ors. This is a very simple arrangement, and prevents the ele- 
vator being started by any one except the person using it. 
The best preventive, however, against accidents, providing the 
Cables, safety appliances, etc., are in good working order, is 
the employment of a careful man to operate the elevator. 
When such a man is steadily employed no one else should be 
allowed to operate the same, under penalty of dismissal. 
Where an elevator is run very little a steady man to operate 
the same is a needless expense, but there are factories the ele- 
vators of which are busy most of the time, and run by any of 
the employes. 

Elevator openings are usually guarded by gates, automatic 
hatches, bars or chains. An automatic hatch or gate, when 
used properly, and in good working order, is a good protection 
against accident. Wooden or iron bars which are placed by 
hand across the openings are apt to be found out of place if the 
elevators are used much, and automatic gates or hatches are 
recommended. The practice of using an automatic hatch for 
a passage-way, between rooms, has been the source of many 
accidents, and if such hatches are found, showing the marks of 
feet, or are situated so that an employe is apt to cross them, 
an automatic guard is recommended whereby the hatches can- 
not be crossed when they are down. Drawings of such guards 
as are found and which are not patented can be had by apply- 
ing to this office. 

Several accident insurance companies have inspectors to 
examine elevators, machinery, etc., where the employers carry 
insurance against accidents to employes. They are working 
along the same line as the Factory Inspection Department, 
and are doing good work. 

FIRE ESCAPES. 

The enforcement of the fire escape act in factories is 
placed in the hands of the buildingjnspector of each city, the 
warden of each borough not having a building inspector, or 
the first selectman of the town. They are required by law to 
visit factories, public buildings, apartment houses, etc., at 
least once a year. 
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Most cities in this State have a building inspector. There 
are some, however, who have no such official. The fire mar- 
shal of such places usually acts as the building inspector. 

Many buildings in which the egress is poor, for the num- 
ber employed, have been found, and their condition reported 
to the local authorities. In most instances proper egress has 
been provided, but in other cases nothing has been done. 

The fire escape law in this State is not as strict as it 
should be, and does not compare favorably with most other 
States. Several months ago a fire occurred in the Hutchinson 
Building in New Haven, an apartment building used by many 
students. It occurred in the day time. One student was 
taken from the building by the firemen just in time to escape 
death. Had this fire occurred after midnight there would 
have undoubtedly been serious loss of life. 

This building is well constructed and nearer fire-proof 
than most buildings. It contains a front and back stairway 
and would probably be passed by any inspector under the pres- 
ent law as having sufficient means of egress. Stifling smoke 
from a burning building is the usual cause of the loss of many 
lives. Outside iron fire escapes are perhaps no ornament to a 
building, but are far more useful as a means of egress from a 
burning building than long flights of inside stairways filled 
with dense smoke. The owners of this building now realize 
that there is great danger where so many persons are housed 
under one roof, and in rebuilding are seeking to provide better 
means of egress. In the inspection of factories where thedan- 
ger from fire is considered great the proper authorities to 
enforce the fire escape law are notified in writing and a press 
copy of such notification retained in this office. 

VENTILATION. 

Proper ventilation in factories whereby pure air is fur- 
nished in each room and the impure air allowed to pass out 
without creating any dangerous drafts on the employes, is a 
subject which has engaged the attention of many ventilating 
engineers during the past few years. The conditions are dif- 
ferent in many places, and it is hard to find any fixed rule 
that will apply to every place where the air is polluted with 
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the gases arising from naphtha, lacquer and other volatile 
chemicals. It is extremely hard to provide any system 
whereby the unpleasant gases arising will be removed entirely. 
Blowers have been provided in many instances, but these gases 
are so volatile in their nature that it is difficult to take care of 
them as fast as created. 

In the press room of factories making dress shields, etc., 
or in the drying room of hat factories it is hard to provide as 
good ventilation as could be desired. The amount of radiating 
surface which is seen where pressing is done by steam makes it 
hard for any blower or artificial means to keep the temperature 
of rooms at 'a comfortable point to work in. During the hot- 
test days in summer many manufacturers close such depart- 
ments, as they realize the work is very trying and tiresome. 
In the polishing and buffing rooms of metal working factories 
exhaust systems are provided which remove the fine dust. 
They are not always taken care of by the operatives as they 
should be, and the pipes are sometimes found broken, hoods 
not in use, or pipes filled full of deposit, making the systems of 
no use whatever. To run such an exhaust system when not in 
proper working order is a loss of power and money, and no use 
whatever for the comfort of the employes. 

BELT SHIFTING. 

Throwing belts on pulleys on either main or counter shaft- 
ing is always attended with danger. Boys should not be 
allowed to throw on belts, and it is found that many manu- 
facturers have a man especially trained for this business, and 
no one is allowed to throw on belts except the one whose busi- 
ness it is to attend to it. In polishing and grinding rooms the 
foot is often used to throw on belts. This is attended with 
much danger and many accidents occur from trying to throw 
on a belt in such a manner. 

Belt shifters should be provided where practicable, and 
friction clutches provided whereby the power in each room can 
be stopped and started gradually when throwing on heavy 
belts. 

'Idle belts running on shafting are dangerous to any one 
striking against them and bringing any friction of the belt on 
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the shafting. Hangers should be provided. They not only 
prevent accidents, but also prolong the life of the belt. 

ACCIDENTS IN FACTORIES. 

Punch and drop presses and brick-niaking machines are 
the source of many accidents whereby employes engaged at 
such work are injured. Sometimes it is only the loss of one or 
more fingers, but oftentimes a loss of the whole hand. Many 
times the writer has seen employes try to remove metal 
wedged tight in dies, with their fingers instead of using a stick 
or wire. Using the hand to remove obstruction from a die is 
•extremely dangerous. Where guards are practicable for 
presses they are good, but very often a guard placed in front 
•of a die interferes with the work done by the press. 

UNSAFE BUILDINGS. 

During the past year only one unsafe factory building was 
found. This building was not constructed as heavily as a fac- 
tory should be, and was overloaded at one part with machinery. 
The owners of the building, as soon as they noticed the settling 
of floors, strengthened the building, so that it now stands the 
•extra strain without any show of weakness. 

AN ACT CONCERNING UNSAFE BUILDINGS. 

Sections 2626 and 2627 of the Revised Statutes of 1888, 
read as follows . 

Section 2626. The Court of Common Council of each 
city shall have power to make ordinances to prevent the erec- 
tion of unsafe buildings therein, to provide for the examination 
of all plans and specifications of proposed buildings, to provide 
for the inspection of all buildings in process of erection, to 
make general rules regarding the materials to be used in build- 
ings, and the strength and manner of using the same, to 
prohibit the erection of any building not in conformity with 
such rules and the plans and specifications of which shall not 
have been examined and approved in accordance with such or- 
dinance, and to provide for the appointment of an inspector of 
buildings. 

Section 2627. The Selectmen of any town, the Court of 
Common Council of any city., and the Warden and Burgesses 
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of any borough, may, and on the written application of any of 
its inhabitants, shall examine any building or proposed building 
therein with reference to its safety, after reasonable notice to 
the owner or builder and occupant, and may make such written 
order relative to its construction, maintenance, protection, re- 
pairs, or removal, as they may deem proper, a true and at- 
tested copy of which shall be left by some proper officer with 
or at the usual place of abode of such occupant, and such 
owner or builder if resident in this State. 

ELECTRIC POWER. 

The use of electricity as a source of power is increasing each 
year. In some of the modern factories under construction 
each machine is equipped with its own motor. The use of 
belting and pulleys has been largely done away with, as direct 
connection is made with each machine from the motor. Elec- 
tricity can be carried long distances without great loss in 
transmission, or in transforming, by the use of an alternating 
current. 

The Hartford Electric Light Company has large hydraulic 
plants at Tariffville, and three miles below, on the Farming- 
ton River, of three thousand horse power. The electric cur- 
rent is transmitted by means of an aluminum wire to the pow- 
er station in Hartford, at a loss of not over ten per cent, in 
transmitting and transforming. 

The People's Tramway Company, of Danielson, have erect- 
ed a large hydraulic plant which is used to operate electric 
generators furnishing power to a long line of electric street 
railways. ' 

At Manchester several water privileges have been pur- 
chased and their fall, I am told, is to be combined, greatly 
increasing the power. Electric generators are to be installed 
and the electric current transmitted several miles to run 
large factories. 

In factories where long lines of shafting have been neces- 
sary to transmit power, electric motors have been put in, run- 
ning parts of factory distant from the engine. It has been 
found cheaper to do this than to operate long lines of shafting. 
Where light power is desired electric motors are very practical. 
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STEAM TURBINES. 



For many years inventors have been at work devising* 
practical and economical steam turbines. Their use and adop- 
tion as a means of propelling steam craft has been thoroughly 
tried. The British government has a torpedo boat destroyer 
named " The Viper " which is propelled by a steam turbine. 
This boat attained a speed of 36.85 knots per hour. 

The Westinghouse Air Brake Company of Pittsburg, 
Penn., have installed a steam turbine power plant for running 
their machinery. 

9 The first steam turbine seen in Connecticut was placed 
within the past year in the works of the Hartford Electric 
Light Company. It is a Westinghouse-Parsons steam turbine 
of twenty-five hundred horse-power with Bulkeley condensers 
of the same capacity. The Company is very much pleased 
with the efficiency of this form of power for electrical purposes. 

By permission of the Westinghouse Electric and Man- 
ufacturing Company, arid the Hartford Electric Light Com- 
pany, an illustration of this engine is given on the following 
page. 

COMPRESSED AIR AS A POWER FOR FACTORIES. 

At Norwich, Preston Side, there is being installed by the 
Continental Compressed Air Power Company of Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, a system for generating compressed air from a 
water-fall. There is now located at Magog, Canada, a factory 
operated by this power which demonstrates its utility. An 
especially devised pipe line has been constructed a distance 
of four miles, from the plant to the city of Norwich. Com- 
pressed air for running reciprocating engines will be fur- 
nished at a certain price per horse power. Over thirteen 
hundred horse power is expected to be developed on the 
completion of this plant, which power can be greatly in- 
creased by heating the air. A number of factories are now 
ready to adopt it. The apparatus operates as follows : 

A body of falling water conducted down a shaft sunk into 
the earth, carries with it air in the form of bubbles. At the 
bottom of the shaft is a tank in which the air and water are 
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separated in a simple manner, the water, after leaving the sep- 
arating tank, flows to the surface through a return shaft, 
leaving the air in the tank at the bottom of the shaft, the 
weight of the column of ascending water holding the air in the 
tank under compression. Any pressure desired may be ob- 
tained by varying the depth of the shaft. The depth of the 
shaft sunk at this place is over two hundred feet, and gives a 
pressure of 95 pounds. 

By permission of the Continental Compressed Air Power 
Company of Philadelphia, Penn., an illustration of the power 
plant at Norwich is shown on the following page. 

BUSY FACTORIES IN CONNECTICUT. 

During the past year the factories visited have almost all 
been found running busily. Factories producing metal goods 
and novelties have sprung into existence in many places. 

There has been a constant buying of idle factories, some 
of these located several miles from the nearest shipping point. 
Such places have been filled with machinery and new indus- 
tries started, or the power utilized by putting in electric gener- 
ators run by water power and the electric current transmitted 
by wire to factories located at some convenient shipping point. 
The purchasing and operation of these plants plainly shows an 
increase in the business activity of the State. 

Many letters are received at this office making inquiries in 
regard to where idle factory plants can be found, and in order 
to avoid a great deal of correspondence a partial list giving a 
a brief description of the idle factory plants in this State is in- 
cluded in the report of 1901. Many inquiries are made by 
.manufacturers and workmen as to where concerns are 
located making a certain line of goods. There has never been 
published, to the writer's knowledge, any list covering in a 
compact form the factories where power is used. 

There is included in the report this year a list of manu- 
facturers in each town in the State employing over five hands, 
and where steam or water power is used, giving a brief outline 
of the location and the goods manufactured. In all directories 
published, names of firms who do not manufacture themselves 
but hire their work done appear. There is a constant change 
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in the firm names caused by death, failure or a change in the 
partnership. The writer trusts that this list will give the in- 
formation desired. It is hoped that the purchase of idle 
factory plants will continue until every idle factory and un- 
improved privilege in the State will be found in operation, 
bringing prosperity into every community where they are 
located. 

THE INSPECTION OF BAKESHOPS. 

The law relating to bakeshops, which was passed by the 
General Assembly of 1901, placed the enforcement of this act 
directly in the hands of the Factory Inspector. It also states 
that certificates may be granted to all shops that fulfill the 
requirements of the law. 

Since this law went into effect it has increased the work 
of this department, as it has been found unsafe to grant any 
certificate until the changes ordered are known by observation 
to have actually been made. This course has necessitated 
revisiting many shops several times before their condition 
was improved enough to warrant the issuing of a certificate. 
This required a good deal of patience on the part of the 
Inspectors, and as the inspection was only reported once, 
and the other inspections taken no account of, the real 
work accomplished in the two months almost entirely de- 
voted to this branch of work does not fully appear. 

In some places visited very little English was spoken. 
The customs and habits of shop owners were not the same as 
those of the average American. They seemed willing enough 
to keep a clean shop but did not know how to go to work. In 
such places the Inspector stayed, saw the floor scraped, ceil- 
ings whitened and vermin destroyed before they issued any 
certificate. This manner of procedure was thought best, 
rather than to bring suit and cause people who are struggling 
for a living any needless expense. It was explained in such 
places that if the shop was ever found in such a condition again 
the certificate would be revoked. It is fully believed that the 
Inspectors employed in this work are now pretty thoroughly 
known, as by a casual call we see men at work cleaning up 
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when we go into the shop, and believe that they must have 
seen or heard that we are in the locality. 

The conditions of the average bakeshop have been greatly 
improved since the enactment of the first law in 1897. It is 
not believed, however, that they can all be brought upon the 
plane of cleanliness desired, at once, as it is hard by any legis- 
lation to thoroughly overcome the habits and the customs of a 
lifetime in so short a time. 

The law prohibiting the starting of new basement or cel- 
lar shops has been enforced in every instance where a violation 
has been found. It would seem, however, that the bakeshop 
law would be thoroughly understood after two or three years' 
trial, as the bakeshop laws are distributed in every shop visited 
by the Inspectors. The Bakers' Unions of this State are 
thoroughly posted, but occasionally a new shop is found ready 
to start in a cellar. The owners are notified that it is illegal to 
locate in a cellar, and have located in shops above ground as 
they should. Many technicalities arise in the interpretation of 
this law. Recent opinions are that if a baker is located in a 
cellar and takes in a partner and continues the ovens running, 
the shop is not closed under the meaning of the law. 

Neither a forced closing by reason of an attachment or a 
fire can be termed a closing, as they are not voluntary. In one 
city visited a basement shop was destroyed by fire, the entire 
building, with the exception of the ovens, being a mass of 
ruins. The lessee of this shop had bought and owned the 
ovens located in this building. The ovens were not injured 
seriously by the fire. The owner of the building wished to 
rebuild and the baker to re-locate in the same place where his 
ovens were. It was thq opinion of counsel that under the cir- 
cumstances it did not make a legal closing, and the owner of 
the ovens was allowed to start again in business. 

Closing of a bakeshop in order to observe religious rites 
such as the Jewish holidays, is not termed a closing under the 
bakeshop law.

Appointment of Factory Inspector. 

The governor shall, with the consent pf the senate, gw- 
biennially appoint an inspector of factories, who shall hold sec. 2263.

and qualified. In case of vacancy in the office of inspector, 
the governor shall fill the same until filled in the manner 
above provided for the appointment of inspector; and the 
governor may remove the inspector for cause. 

Duties of Factory Inspector.

inspection. He shall, on or before the first day of Decem- 
ber in each year, make a report to the governor of the con- 
dition, as respects safety to life and health, of the factories, 
buildings and places visited by him, and such report shall be 
printed for the use of the General Assembly at each of its 
regular sessions.

All ele- 
vator cabs or cars, whether used for freight or passengers, 
shall be provided with some suitable mechanical devices, if 
considered necessary by said inspector, whereby the cab or 
car will be securely held in the event of accident to the

in good working order.

Order to Remove Excessive Dust.

complaint of any person, shall find it necessary for the pres- 
ervation of the health of the employes in any manufacturing 
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establishment, factory, or mill in which is carried on the 
business of buffing, polishing, or grinding metals, or any 
operations in which an excessive amount of dust is gen- 
erated, that the excessive dust resulting from said opera- 
tions should be removed from the atmosphere of the rooms 
or apartments used for that purpose, he shall, in writing, 
direct the person or persons or corporation owning or occu- 
pying said premises, or carrying on business in such prem- 
ises, within three months from the date of said order, to 
introduce and operate such appliances and devices as may 
be necessary to remove, so far as the nature of the business 
will permit, such excessive dust or foreign matter from the 
atmosphere of such mill, factory, or apartment used for the 
purposes aforesaid ; provided such appliances or devices do 
not restrict or interfere with the aforesaid business or 
operations. 
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Concerning the Use of Colored Glass in Factory

Section i. Any firm or corporation using stained, 
painted, or corrugated glass in factory windows, where the 
same is injurious to the eyes of the workmen therein, shal 
remove the same upoti the order of the inspector o 
factories. 

Said inspector shall have the same duties and 
powers to enforce any proper order given in any case arising 
under the provisions of this act, as is provided in Section 
2268 of the general statutes for the enforcement of other 
orders of said inspector.

CHAPTER CCLIV. 
An Act Concerning Fire Escapes. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened : 

Section i. Every story above the first story of any 
building used or occupied as a schoolhouse, orphan asylum, 
insane asylum, reformatory of any kind, opera house, hall 
rented or used for public assemblies of any kind, boarding 
house accommodating more than twelve persons, or tene- 
ment house occupied by more than five families, shall be 
provided with more than one way of egress, by stairways 
on the inside or fire-escapes on the outside of such building. 
And said stairways and fire-escapes shall, at all times, be 
kept free from obstruction, and shall be accessible from 
each room in every story above the first story. 

Sec 2. If any of the above named buildings, or any 
workshop, manufactory, hotel, boarding house, tenement 
house, or other building used in whole or in part for any of 
the purposes above specified, or in which more than twenty 
persons shall be employed above the first story, shall be 
more than two stories in height, it shall be provided with at 
least one fire escape, of iron or other incombustible material, 
on the outside of said building; and if such building shall 
be more than one hundred and fifty feet in length, then it 
shall be provided with one such fire escape for every one 
hundred and fifty feet, or fractional part thereof exceeding 
fifty feet in length of such building ; and such fire escapes shall 
Jt>,e ^conveniently accessible from each story of said building. 
'••• .&ec. 3. It shall be the duty of the owner of every such 
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building to provide such fire escapes and means of egress, or 
cause the same to be provided, and if he shall neglect so to 
do, for a period of three months after the passage of this 
act, or for a period of three months after notice so to do 
from the Building Inspector or other proper authority, he 
shall, on conviction thereof, be fined not more than five hun- 
dred dollars, or imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 

Sec 4. It shall be the duty of the Building Inspector 
of each city, the warden of each borough, and the first 
selectman of each town not having a building inspector, 
either by himself or by some proper person appointed by 
him, to inspect all of the above-named buildings at least 
once each year, between April first and October first, and 
to see that the provisions of this act are complied with; and 
for such purpose he shall have the right to enter any of said 
buildings in the daytime, between the hours of nine and five 
o'clock. And said city, borough, or town shall fix and pay the 
compensation for all services under the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 5. This act shall not impair or affect the pro- 
visions of Chapter XXIV of the public acts of 1893 concern- 
ing fire escapes in hotels. 

Sec 6. Sections 2645, 2646, and 2647 of the general 
statutes, and Chapter CLIV of the public acts of 1889, and 
Chapter CV of the public acts of 1893, are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER CCCXLVI. 

An Act amending an Act concerning Fire Escapes. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 

Assembly convened : 

Section two of Chapter CCLIV of the acts of this 
assembly, approved June 29, 1895, * s hereby amended by 
inserting after the word " building" where it occurs the 
second time in said section, the words "unless it shall be 
made to appear to the Building Inspector or other proper 
authority, as provided in section four of this act, that said 
building is already supplied with a sufficient number of safe 
and proper means of egress."

CONCERNING 



STEAM BOILERS. 



Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 

Section i. The governor shall appoint, in each con- 
gressional district, a suitable person to inspect steam boilers 
used for manufacturing, heating, and mechanical purposes, 
who shall hold office for three years. Said inspector shall, 
as often as once in each year, carefully inspect every such 
boiler in his district, and if he finds such boiler to be in 
good order, and free from weakness and material defects, he 
shall give a certificate of inspection to the party using the 
same ; but any company incorporated by this state or other 
state of the United States, for the purpose of making 
inspection of steam boilers, and that maintains a corps of 
steam-boiler inspectors, and that has complied with the 
insurance laws of this state, may issue certificates of inspec- 
tion in lieu of those issued by inspectors appointed by the 
governor, provided, a policy of insurance is issued, covering 
loss or damage to person or property arising from the explo- 
sion of the boiler or boilers so inspected; and the boiler or 
boilers on which such certificates have been issued shall be 
exempt from inspection by the steam-boiler inspectors of 
the state. 

Sec. 2. If said inspector finds any boiler out of order, 
materially weak, or defective, he shall advise its owner, 
lessee, or user as to the repairs necessary to put it in proper 
condition, and if such advice is disregarded, he may call in 
the inspector from an adjoining district, and if they agree 
that such boiler is not in proper condition, they shall give 
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written notice to its owner, lessee, or user not to use it 
until such repairs are made, as said inspectors specify, or 
if they are of the opinion that it is utterly worthless, or that 
its use will endanger the public safety, they shall forbid 
its use. 

Sec 3. The provisions of the preceding sections shall 
not apply to any city or town now having a system of boiler 
inspection of its own, unless accepted and adopted by it. 

Sec 4. The fees of the inspector of steam boilers shall 
be five dollars for the inspection of a boiler exceeding ten 
horse power, and two dollars for inspecting a boiler not 
exceeding ten horse power, excepting that boilers not exceed- 
ing five horse power owned by farmers may be inspected 
once in two years at a fee of two dollars. Said fees may be 
recovered from the owner or user of the boiler inspected. 

Sec 5. Every person who shall neglect or refuse to 
have any steam boiler used by him inspected, or shall surfer 
it to carry a greater pressure of steam than is allowed by 
the certificate of the legally authorized inspector, shall be 
fined not more than two hundred dollars. 

Sec 6. Every person who shall use any steam boiler 
after its use is forbidden by the inspectors shall be fined not 
more than one thousand dollars, or imprisoned not more 
than six months, or both. 

Sec 7. Any inspector who shall willfully and know- 
ingly certify falsely to the condition of any boiler by him 
inspected, or who shall issue a certificate without having 
made a careful inspection as hereinbefore provided, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 

Sec 8. The provisions of this act shall apply to 
inspectors of steam boilers already appointed, but shall not 
affect their terms of office under existing appointments; and 
this, act shall not apply to the boilers of locomotive engines, 
or to boilers used exclusively for heating private residences.

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AIST ACT 



CONCERNING 



The Regulation and Inspection of Bakeshops. 



[Chap. 83, Public Acts, 1901.] 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened : 

Section i. All buildings or rooms occupied as biscuit, 
bread, or cake bakeries shall be drained and plumbed in a 
manner conducive to the proper healthful and sanitary con- 
dition thereof, and constructed with air shafts and windows 
or ventilating pipes, sufficient to insure ventilation, as the 
inspector of factories shall direct; and no cellar or base- 
ment, not now used as a bakery, shall hereafter be used and 
occupied as a bakery, and a cellar heretofore occupied as a 
bakery shall, when once closed, not be reopened for use as a 
bakery. 

Sec. 2. Every such bakery shall be provided with a 
proper washroom and water closet or closets, apart from 
the bakeroom or rooms where the manufacturing of such 
food products is conducted ; and no water-closet, earth- 
closet, privy, or ash pit shall be within or communicate 
directly with a bakeshop. 

Sec. 3. Every room used for the manufacture of flour 
or meal food shall be at least eight feet in height ; the side 
walls of such rooms shall be plastered or wainscoted, the 
ceiling plastered or ceiled with lumber or metal, and, if 
required by the inspector of factories, shall be whitewashed 
at least once in three months; the furniture and utensils of 
such room shall be so arranged as to be easily moved in 
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order that the furniture and floor may at all times be kept 
in proper healthful sanitary condition. 

Sec. 4. The manufactured flour or meal food products 
shall be kept in perfectly dry and airy rooms, so arranged 
that the floors, shelves, and all other facilities for storing 
the same can be easily and perfectly cleaned. 

Sec 5. The sleeping places for persons employed in a 
bakery shall be kept separate from the room or rooms where 
flour or meal food products are manufactured or stored. 

Sec 6. After an inspection of a bakery has been made 
by the inspector of factories and it is found to conform to 
the provisions of this act, said inspector may issue a certifi- 
cate to the owner or operator of such bakery, that it is con- 
ducted in compliance with all the provisions of this act ; 
but where orders are issued by said inspector to improve the 
condition of a bakery no such certificate shall be issued until 
such order and the provisions of this act shall have been 
complied with. 

Sec 7. The owner, agent, or lessee of any property 
affected by the provisions of this act, shall, within thirty 
days after the service of notice upon him of an order issued 
by the inspector of factories requiring any alterations to be 
made in or upon such premises, comply therewith, or cease 
to use or allow the use of such premises as a bakeshop ; such 
notice shall be in writing and may be served upon such 
owner, agent, or lessee, either personally or by mail, and a 
notice by registered letter, postage prepaid, mailed to the 
last known address of such owner, agent, or lessee shall be 
deemed sufficient for the purposes of this act. 

Sec 8. Any person who violates the provisions of this 
act or refuses to comply with any requirement of the 
inspector of factories, as provided herein, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof before any court 
of competent jurisdiction shall be fined not less than twenty 
nor more than fifty dollars for the first offense; shall be 
fined not less than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars 
or imprisoned not more than ten days for the second offense ; 
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and shall be fined not less than two hundred dollars and 
imprisoned not more than thirty days for the third offense. 

Sec. 9. No employer shall require, permit, or suffer 
any person to work in his bakeshop who is affected with 
pulmonary tuberculosis, or with scrofulous diseases, or with 
any venereal diseases, or with any communicable skin affec- 
tion, and every employer is hereby required to maintain 
himself and his employes in a clean and a sanitary condition 
while engaged in the manufacture, handling, or sale of such 
food products.

HARTFORD COUNTY. 

Plantsville. — Three-story brick factory building, 168 by 89, wired 
for electric light, 100 |horse-power boilers, 65 horse-power engine, no 
machinery except shafting. This factory is known as the "bag shop." 
Shipping facilities excellent. 

South Glastonbury. — Group of factory buildings situated at Cotton 
Hollow. Stone mill, 5 stories, 104 by 40, with additions ; brick mill, 
three stories, 70 by 30, 32 tenements, agent's house, store building, 
180 acres of land. Water power excellent, over 80 feet fall on the 
premises, auxiliary power, steam engine 200 horse-power. This mill is 
equipped with cotton machinery and was known as an eight thousand 
spindle cotton mill. Was used in the manufacture of cotton cloth. 
Mill was stopped in 1890 and has not been run since. 

NEW HAVEN COUNTY. 

Derby. — Four-story brick factory building, 70 by 80. No machin- 
ery in building except 25 horse-power engine and main shafting. Good 
railroad and tide water shipping facilities. 

Meriden. — Group of brick and wood factory buildings from one to 
four stories in height, formerly run by Chapman Manufacturing Com- 
pany, who made saddlery hardware. This is a steam plant with the 
machinery still in place for making this line of goods. 

Meriden. — One large brick factory building, from three to five sto- 
ries, equipped with steam power and machinery for making cotton 
thread. Formerly used by the Independent Thread Company. Ma- 
chinery all still in place. 

NEW LONDON COUNTY. 

Norwich. — Brick and stone factory building containing machinery 
for making woolen goods, formerly known as the Otrobandb Woolen 
Mill. 100-horse power engine and 120-horse power water wheel. Ma- 
chinery of mill all in place. This is known as a ten-set factory. 

Norwich. — Group of factory buildings, brick and wood, 85 horse- 
power engine, 40 horse-power boilers, 30 feet from railroad station and 
about 300 feet from water front. Formerly occupied by the Cranston 
Printing Press Company. 
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Norwich. — Three-story brick and stone factory building, 100 by 
50. 10 horse-power electric motor. About forty feet from railroad 
station, thirty yards from water front. 

Norwich. — Bacons Arms Company factory buildings. Floor space 
80 by 80, 10 horse-power electric motor, 15 horse-power water wheel, 
25 horse power gasoline engine. 

Norwich. — Large factory formerly occupied by the Norwich 
Lock Company now owned by the Continental Compressed Air Power 
Company. Floor space and power to let. Shipping facilities good. 

Norwich. — Three-story brick factory building, 85 by 80. Close to 
compressed air line. No power in building now, but compressed air 
and power can be furnished. 

Montville. — Two-story building, 100 by 40. 25 horse-power water 
wheel. Near spur track of railroad. 

Hanover. — Three story wood factory building. 30 horse-power 
water wheel, 30 horse-power steam heating boiler. No machinery 
except shafting. Nearest shipping point Baltic, two miles. 

New London. — Group of brick and wood factory buildings of three 
stories each. Formerly known as the New London Steam Woolen 
Company. 125 horse-power engine. No machinery in mill. 208 feet 
of water front. Near railroad station. 

Clark's Falls. —Two story wood factory building. No machinery 
in building. 30 horse-power water wheel. Nearest shipping point 
Westerly, R. I. 8 miles. 

Griswoldville. — Group of factory buildings formerly known as The 
Griswoldville Cotton Company. 125 horse-power water wheel with 
auxiliary steam engine. Cotton machinery in mill. A number of ten- 
ements and other buildings in connection with plant. 

Colchester. — Group of brick and wood buildings, one to three 
stories in height. A large number of tenements. Engine 300 horse- 
power. Spur track to buildings. Formerly a factory for manufacture of 
rubber footwear. 

Poquonock Bridge. — Two-story wood building 125 by 40, four inch 
floors, no power in this building.

150 
horse-power engine, 120 horse-power water wheel. There are a num- 
ber of buildings and wooden tenement houses connected with this 
property.

Pine Meadow. —Brick factory building, 170 by 130. 60 horse- 
power water wheel. No machinery in building except shafting. Ship- 
ping facilities good. 

Riverton. — Group of factory buildings formerly occupied by Ste- 
vens & Company as a rule shop. No machinery in building except 
main shaft. New 60 horse-power turbine water wheel. Facilities for 
shipping, Winsted, four miles. 

Torrington. — Group of wood factory building formerly run by Miller 
Manufacturing Company and used to manufacture Lamps and Brass 
goods.

Chester. — Three-story wood factory building, 40 by 25. 15 horse- 
power water wheel. No machinery except shafting. Nearest ship- 
ping point two miles.

Middlefield. — Group of wood and brick factory buildings from one 
to three stories.

Agent's 
house, store, store house and boarding house, and 22 acres land. A 
sprinkled factory. Formerly a woolen mill but now equipped with 
machinery for making enamelled paper. Shipping facilities good. 

South Coventry. — Two-story frame factory. Water power, 25 
horse-power, with another privilege of 40 horse-power on premises. 
Shipping facilities good. No machinery in mill. 
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
